Up to this season granges have been 
buying it iii carload lots and distribut­ 
ing it themselves, but when an attempt 
was made to do the same thing again 
this year they were referred to the 
local merchant, and it now appears 
that th** difference in price Is to he 
from 14-J to 2 cents a pound, which 
represents the t*>11 exacted by th** greed 
of th** commercial interests and in the 
**nd foots up a round sum, which, like 
all other exactions of monopoly, final­ 
ly mines out of the farmer, whose 
products form {he basis of all ligji* aud 
life.
